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Rapist receives jail term

“Life plus twenty years.” This was 
the sentence that hopefully brought peace 
to three women whose lives were forever 
changed by its recipient. Serial rapist, 
Toddrick Hunter, pled guilty to three 
charges of kidnapping, two charges of 
rape, and one charge of assault. All of his 
crimes occurred over a seven-day period 
on the fall of 1997. 

His victims included a female 
grocery store employee, an Agnes Scott 
student, and a woman in the parking lot of 
a fast food restaurant. Unfortunately for 
Mr. Hunter, his victims refused to stay vic- 
tims. These women did not wait around 
for a Prince Charming to save them; they 
took matters into their own hands 

The first woman he abducted was 
forced into her own car at gunpoint from

Then 
he continued on to a residence where he 
sexually assaulted her. Then the assailant 
put her back in the trunk of the car and 
returned her to the grocery store parking 
lot, where she escaped from her trunk 
when a customer heard her banging on the 
lid. 

Unbeknownst to her attacker, 
this woman had memorized the number of 
turns leading from the grocery store to the 
assailant's residence. Later, she was able to 
easily lead police back to the house that 
the attacker was residing in. 

The student from Agnes Scott 
was walking at noon to her car, which was 
parked in a student lot on Candler Road. 
She was getting into her car, when a man 
she had never seen before forced himself

She was dri- 
ven to south Atlanta where she was sexual- 
ly assaulted, and then forced into the trunk 
of her car. District Attorney Tom Morgan 
remarked that “The Agnes Scott [student] 
was astute enough to determine that a wire 
from the driver's seat opened her car trunk 
She found the wire in the trunk, pulled it 
and waited for the car to stop so that she 
could jump out." 

The third woman was also kid- 
napped in her car. She had stopped at a 
Taco Bell to use her cell phone when a 
man threw a brick through her car window 
and forced himself inside. He drove away 
from the restaurant, but continued to hit 
her with the brick. 

She risked her life by diving out 
of the car, while it was traveling in excess 
of thirty miles an hour. Although shaken 
and bruised, this act probably saved her

Judge Hancock, who was trying 
the case, said “There must be justice for 
the victims of these crimes and that 
Hunter's acts will be with the victims for 
the rest of their lives.” 

District Attorney Morgan 
remarked “Although these three women 
suffered horrible ordeals, it was their intel- 
ligence, ingenuity and determination for 
self-preservation that led to Hunter's arrest 
and conviction.” 

At the time of greatest horror in 
these women’s lives, they looked with in 
themselves and found the strength to not 
only move on, but to reclaim their own 
lives and assure that their attacker would 
spend “life plus twenty years” behind bars. 
The horrible acts will always remain with 
the victims, but so also will the strength 
and courage that they all found

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Uproar over Clinton’s decision to 
grant FALN prisoners clemency

HurRICANE FLOYD HARASSES ENTERTAINMENT INDUSTRY 


Giant Hurricane Floyd wreaked havoc on the 
entertainment industry along the east coast this week. 
TV productions were shut down, weekend sports sched- 
ules were sent awry, and the Backstreet Boys were forced 
to postpone their U.S. tour opener. , 

Filming was halted on the set of the popular 
show “Dawson's Creek," in Wilmington, NC and on the 
Warner Bros. Feature “In the Crowd,” which was on loca- 
tion in Charleston, SC. It is the second time filming has 
had to be stopped because of a hurricane. Another WB 
drama, the new “Safe Harbor,” was ordered off their set 
Tuesday by the National Guard and moved to Tallahas- 
see to wait things out. TBS was forced to cancel its top- 
rated show “WCW Thunder," a nationally televised event 
in Florence, SC. An attempt to film in Norfolk, VA also 
fell through. 

Several sports broadcasts were affected also, 
including Fox's Major League Baseball broadcast of the 
pennant race showdowns on Saturday between the New 
York Yankees and Cleveland Indians and Cincinnati at 
Pittsburgh. Luckily for CBS, the college match-up 
between Penn. State at the University of Miami looks 
safe. 

Even PBS was affected when “Nightly Business 
Report” was forced to broadcast in New York instead of 
its Miami home. 

But it wasn't all bad for everybody. On a more 
positive note, the Weather Channel has been having 
great ratings. A high mark was hit on Tuesday with a 3.4 
rating in the 8-8:15 quarter hour with over 2.5 million 
households tuning in, according to the Nielsen ratings. 


TAIWAN EARTHQUAKE RESCUE EFFORTS 


Nearly 2,000 people are still trapped or missing 
in Taiwan as a result of the deadly earthquake that rocked 
the nation earlier in the week, measuring a mighty 7.6 on 
the Richter scale. This was of nearly the same strength 
as the earthquake in Turkey last month that killed 
15,000. i 

The current numbers include 2,103 dead; 7,800 
injured and 1,844 still unaccounted for. A majority of 
those are believed to be buried under rubble and land- 
slides. The Disaster Management Center said 2,268 peo- 
ple had been rescued. 

Rescue efforts have been difficult and as the 
days progress, less fruitful. On Wednesday, only nine 
were safely brought out of buildings. The areas hit worst 
by the quake are remote mountain villages, difficult for 
rescuers to reach. In one village, Kuoshin, only 1/3 (50 
people) of the population are known to have survived. 
The other 2/3 died or were buried by the numerous mud 
slides caused by the quake. 

The Taiwanese government has said it will spent 
$32 million to build 2,000 temporary homes for victims 
left homeless. 


Actor Georce C. Scott DEaD AT 71 


The actor renowned for his role as General 
George Patton died at age 71! in his home in Westlake 
Village, 40 miles west of Los Angeles. His health had 
been weakening in recent years and it is believed he died 


of natural causes. 

Scott, infamous for his role of Patton, was also 
known for his negative views of the Oscars. Awarded the 
Oscar for Best Actor in 1971 for Patton, Scott did not 
accept his award. He said the Oscar ceremony was a 
“meat parade” and that the Oscars in general were “offen- 
sive, barbarous and innately corrupt." 

Despite his ill health, Scott was still«busy this- 
past year. He was in Sidney Lumet's remake of “Gloria” 
and the TV remake of “12 Angry Men,” for which he won 
an Emmy. 


‘TEXAS MAN SENTENCED IN DRAGGING DEATH 


The second of three men accused of dragging to 
death James Byrd made opening statements in his defense 
on September 17th in front of a jury of twelve whites and 
two Hispanics. Lawrence Brewer, who is thought to have 
participated in the racially motivated chaining of Byrd to 
the back of a truck and dragging him down a road result- 
ing in the dismemberment of his body declared in court 
that he is not a racist. Brewer stated that while impris- 
oned in 1991 for a parole violation he did join a group 
called the Confederate Knights of America but only for 
protection. 

Brewer reportedly hid from his fellow members 
his marriage to a Hispanic woman. Brewer said that the 
gang began to fall apart after he took over as the “exalt- 
ed cyclops". In response to earlier testimony of a fellow 
inmate who recalled Brewer saying that blacks should all 
receive a shot to the head, Brewer issued a strong denial. 
Brewer's defense follows four days of prosecution includ- 
ing DNA samples linking the death of Byrd to brewer. 


VIDEOTAPES OF FT. WORTH SHOOTING 


Police in Fort Worth, Texas now have video- 
tapes of the recent shootings at the city’s Wedgwood 
Baptist Church. Forty-seven year old Larry Ashbrook 
reportedly uttered anti-Baptist statements as he entered 
the church which contained a crowd attending a Christ- 
ian concert. While neither of the two tapes obtained by 
Police shows anyone being shot they do display the care 
Ashbrook put into choosing his targets. Ashbrook was 
armed with a pair of handguns and nine clips three of 
which were fired. A handmade pipe bomb was also set 
off during the massacre; however, it did not cause any 
physical harm. 

While it is unclear who made the videotapes it 
is clear that one of them was possibly injured or killed 
due to the fact that the tape is blank after the image of 
Ashbrook aiming at the cameraman is seen. Eight people 
including Ashbrook lost their lives at the church and 
three remain hospitalized. 


GINSBURG RECOVERING FROM SURGERY 


Sixty-six year old Supreme Court Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg is recovering from surgery at Washing- 
ton Hospital Center. The surgery, related to her recent- 
ly discovered colon cancer, will keep her out of work for 
an unspecified amount of time. Ginsburg became ill over 
the summer while teaching a class in Crete. Doctors 
there diagnosed her as having acute diverticulitis; how- 
ever, it was not until she returned to the U.S. that Gins- 
burg was found to be suffering from cancer. Court 
spokeswoman Kathy Arberg had no response to the 
inquiries regarding any long-term predictions.

On September 10, President Clinton granted 
clemency to eleven Puerto Rican Nationalists. During the 
early '80s, they were convicted of being connected with 
130 bombings across the mainland US, which killed six and 
maimed dozens. None of those being released were direct- 
ly responsible for the casualties. 

The Nationalists all, at one time, belonged to the 
FALN, or Armed Forces for National Liberation. This 
group seeks the independence of Puerto Rico through any 
means, including violence. They feel that the US governs 
Puerto Rico like a colony, and violence is necessary in inde- 
pendence wars. One member, Ricardo Jimenez, went so far 
as to equate himself with George Washington, a freedom 
fighter. 

Two members refused Clinton's offer and will con- 
tinue serving their full sentence. This offer included 
renouncing violence and not associating with anyone with 
a criminal record, including one another. Several of the 
Nationalists have already vowed to join forces, despite their 
agreement. 

The subcommittee for toreign relations conducted 
a hearing on President Clinton's decision to grant clemen- 
cy this past week. They listened to emotional testimony 
from the victims of FALN bombings and their families. 
Along with this came outrage from the law enforcement 
community. FALN bombs seriously injured two New York 
City detectives. The president of the Fraternal Police 
Order, Gilbert Galicgos, openly criticized Clinton's deci- 
sion ‘to go against federal law officials, as well as the law 
In CNN's article “Justice blocks 


FBI testimony at FALN clemency hearing” Gallegos stated, 


enforcement community. 


“We should make no mistake. The president has used his 
constitutional power to release convicted terrorists, despite 
the opposition of federal law enforcement officials, despite 
objections from the law enforcement community and 
despite the pleas of the victims and tamilics of the dead — 
killed in their wave of bomb attacks.” 

The subcommittee encountered tension from the 
White House as their hearing proceeded. The Clinton 
administration refused to release documents pertaining to 
their decision making process. ‘In addition, the Justice 
Department prohibited the FBI from testifying. The order 
came from the office of Acting Assistant Attorney General 
Jon Jennings. 

Many members of the Puerto Rican community 
petitioned against the prisoners’ release, they fear a back- 
lash from the mainland. Puerto Rico's representive was 
quoted in CNN's article "Puerto Ricans freed in clemency 
deal” stating, "Right now, there's an impression in the Unit- 
ed States that Puerto Rico supports terrorism. There will be 
repercussions ( in the United States) for people who work, 
people who are looking for employment and the Puerto 
Rican community in general." 

In popular elections, Puerto Ricans chose the sta- 
tus quo over statehood. As a Commonwealth, Puerto Rico 
enjoys military protection from the United States, and $11 
billion dollars in federal aid each year. Puerto Ricans do not 
vote for the President and their lone national Representa- 
tive has no vote. Therefore, they pay no federal taxes.

Xiu Xiu: The Sent Down. Girl review 


On the orchestrated chaos of celluloid, we general- 
ly choose to remain unacquainted with the unfortunate real- 
ity of the day-to-day grind of history. But director Joan 
Chen reveals a riveting tale caught in the forgotten days 
between wars and revolutions in Xiu Xiu — The Sent Dotwon Girl, 

Xiv is partly a love story, complete with sweaty 
palms and side-glances, strengthening through personally 
tailored kindnesses and fearsome trials. The difference in Xiu 
is that passion is not flesh on flesh, but victimization on vic- 
timization. Power is not gained through love but by the illu- 
sive means of money, favors, friends and lies. 

Xiu's beauty stems from the blunt depths of unre- 
fined misery giving us a disturbing story told brilliantly of 
the love between a young girl and an old man, and the sup- 
posed-protective power that destroys them both. The Sent 
Down Girl is a tascinating tale of love trapped in the scarring 
tentacles of power. 

Xiu 1s set during the Chinese Cultural Revolution of 
the 1970s. Amid the clamor of a multitude of urban prob- 
lems, the government decides to send children from each 
family into the country where they can learn a trade and 
relieve the overpopulation of major cities. Xiu (Lu Lu) isa 
fifteen years old with a boytriend, simple working class par- 
ents, and an abundance of innocent precociousness. 

After earning excellent marks in the labor camp, 
she is sent further into the isolated countryside to learn 
horse handling trom Lao (Lopsang). Lao is an ex-POW who 
lives with horses and constantly moves to avoid the caged 
feeling he experienced as a prisoner. After Xiu finishes her 
six months with Lao, she waits for the authorities to return 
for her. They never surface. Instead, she is prayed upon by 
men who rape her and promise to help her get home. Lao is 
familiar with sexual abuse as he was castrated while a pris- 
oner of war. Although a companionship, bordering on love 
on Lao’s part: grows between Xiu and Lao, Lao is never able 
to summon the courage to stop her abusers. 

Although Xiu is sometimes contemptuous of Lao, 
she loves him in a way a feuding daughter relates to her 
father. Their victimization links them spiritually so that, by 
the conclusion of the film, they are able to fulfill their mutu- 
al need. 

Chen's use of power suggests a greater purpose than 
an exploration of the 1970s Chinese government. The goy- 
ernment’ power is the unforgiving force of Lao's ghosts, the 
uncertainty of Xiu's future, and the false vow of protection, 
The government is Chen's symboi for all powers that disin- 
tegrate into destruction for purposes of pleasure and profit. 
Chen defines this power in Lao's soulful face and Xiu's phys- 
ical and temperamental changes. Instead of focusing on the 
causes Chen clarifies the effects. This allows us an insiders 
look at the devastation power wreaks on ordinary lives. 

This brilliantly told story is acted by the perfect 
coupling of Lopsang and Lu. Since neither have much to say 
to the other, it is their movements and looks which define 
their characters. Lopsang’s weathered face is an extraordi- 
nary mirror of Lao's thoughts and, while he rarely speaks, his 
facial expressions communicate his desires, dreams, and 
fears. 

Lus Xiu is an amazing evolution from innocent who 
knows nothing to innocent who experiences a lot. Lu's abil- 
ity to still manifest naiveté after horrendous ordeals makes 
Xiu an interesting combination of youth and misdirected 
wisdom. 

Chen's extraordinary directing debut is a cinematic 
experience beyond the scope of the popular dime store psy- 
chology flick. Xiu embraces the human struggle, both in its 
beauty and its degradation

Emergency meeting combats intolerance

Agnes Scott College prohibits sexual harassment 

in any form by any member of the Agnes Scott communi- 
ty. Sexual harassment is defined as follows: 
-hostile environment, where regular and repeated words, 
actions, or displays of a sexual nature create an “intimi- 
dating, hostile, or offensive” academic work environment 
or “unreasonably interfere” with the ability of a person 
either to perform her or his job or pursue an education.” 

On Friday, October 8, an emergency meeting 
was called by Dean Hudson to address violations of Agnes 
Scott's sexual harassment and information systems poli- 
cies. Although, it may have been an act by a single indi- 
vidual, it affects and reflects on every single one of us in 
this community, including if not especially, ‘those of us 
who merely sat by and did nothing to correct the situa- 
tion,’ said SGA President Andrea Harvey. 

Dean Hudson's speech was directed toward clar- 
ifying to the Agnes Scott community that “excessive 
speech" is not tolerated at this institution. Specifically in 


response to the current problem concerning unnecessary 
mass e-mails, which were not only deemed as offensive, 
but also as an underlying issue in our community that 
deserves attention, “hate speech.” 

The student handbook also outlines direct poli- 
cies concerning the posting or distributing "via any form 
of electronic communication “hate speech” regarding a 
group's race, ethnicity, religion, gender or sexual orienta- 
tion.” 

Speeches were also made by, SGA president, 
Andrea Harvey and LBA member, Treah Caldwell. Both 
speakers turned their speeches away from certain “issues” 
and tried to focus on the discrimination and ignorance 
that are plaguing the Agnes Scott community. Although 
the mass e-mails were directed towards the lesbian and bi- 
sexual community, this “issue” affects every single one of 
the women on this campus. 

At one time or another everyone will be dis- 
criminated upon and action must be taken to ensure that 
this does not occur, not only to the majority, but also to 


the minorities on this campus.

The editorial published in The Profile on Wednesday, 
September 29 was comprised of massive misinformation. 
This statement intends to provide clarity to the issues. In 
actuality, there is no new publicity policy. Revisions that 
have been made are forthcoming. The policy, and its guide- 
lines, have been established since 1998. It is definite that the 
publicity policy has been widely available since March of 
1999. 

Campus Extension. In late March 1999, leaders of 
student organizations were invited to attend Leadership Sat- 
urday sponsored by Student Activities. At this all day event, 
the campus events line was introduced by Assistant Dean 
Shuronda Smith and Jo Cranford, IOC Chair-1998-99. The 
campus extension information has been posted in the halls of 
Buttrick, where many students attend classes even though 
they may major in the fine arts or sciences. The campus 
events line is part of the publicity policy that IOC Chairs are 
expected to uphold under the guidance of the Office of the 
Dean of Students. There will be a demonstration of the cam- 
pus extension sometime soon, This event, is an effort to let 
the campus community know that the best strides are being 
made to have their needs addressed. 

Voice Mail. Campus-wide voice mails are unaccept- 
able. Student leaders are encouraged to make use of the new 
campus extension. The exceptions to this regulation are for 
class events. Class officers may use campus-wide voicemail 
until the end of Black Cat. 

E-mails. In ‘the case of emails, by no means, can an 
organization send a campus-wide email unless the entire stu- 
dent body/community is invited. Yes, it's true that the ITS 
personnel are available to help groups set up mailing lists. 
The exceptions to this regulation are for class events. Class 
officers may use campus-wide emails with a specitic subject, 
ie, ATTN SENIORS.

‘that nothing is posted (taped) in the the dining hall, exterior 
or interior. All other postings may be posted using the mag- 
netic strips in buildings. Posting is allowed in interior walls of 
elevators.

Everyone has their own personal set of problems, but a 
lot of people share similar problems. By finding out this 
shared struggle, and talking about all our struggles 
beyond the one shared one, do we begin to relate to 
others as individuals. This was what was begun at the 
meeting. Someone voiced a problem and someone else 
listening discovered that they shared something with 
this individual. Then these two people could discuss 
their common bond and from there discuss other strug- 
gles, they have, sympathize, and help each other deal 
with these problems. 

| know | am expressing myself rather vaguely 
so here is a personal example to illustrate my point. | 
had a cousin. | say had because she passed away six 
months ago due to complications brought upon by 
AIDS. She struggled with this for five years and was 
assisted by a support group of other AIDS patients. In 
her group were several gay males, my cousin had never 
come in contact with homosexuals and did not see the 


people are individuals 


need to know more about them, but with their common 
struggle, that of all having to deal with AIDS, they 
bonded and became friends. These men rallied around 
her and helped her through the rough times. They vis- 
ited her in the hospital, babysat for her, and took her 
out to cat. Their support touched my family, and 
though, my family may not have understood homosex- 
uality, they developed a respect for these men. By hav- 
ing this common struggle with AIDS, my family was 
able to relate to a group that they had earlier dismissed 
as people that did not have their problems. When | 
came home and heard my mother talking about one of 
these gay men in a supportive way, my heart soared. 
She was not dismissing the man for his homosexuality 
but was accepting it as a part of him through this shared 
bond with mv cousin 

These common bonds do avt occur as singu- 
larities. They are more prevalent than anyone could 
imagine. All that people need to do is talk about them. 
My cousin began a dialogue with others and discovered 
people with the same struggles as hers and with other 
struggles but because of the one common struggle, they 
were willing to help each other with their dissimilar 
struggles. W’hat did the gay men give my family? Help. 
They came in when time was rough and assisted us 
when we were faltering. What did we give them? As 
paltry as it seems, we gave them acceptance, and | hope 
that since my family has known a lew gay men that if 
they ever mect another homosexual, they will reach out 
and try to connect with him or her because of this ear- 
lier connection 


* Tknow my family won't become prominent gay 
rights supporters, but when they are with company, and 


someone makes a joke about homosexuality, they'll stop 
the joker and tell him or her how a couple of gay men 
helped us and how grateful we are to them. This 1s 
where change begins as small as it may scem. It bepins 
onaone on one basis. By relating to someone and tak- 
ing that to someone else that relates to you, does 
change and acceptance begin.

faculty and staff meetings and also residence life meetings in 
the dorms to talk to people and to see what the issues are that 
need to be dealt with. It is important, Drew stressed, not only 
to hear about the issues, but to follow through with action. 
They are making a concerted effort to meet with people and, 
he says, if any student has problems that they feel need to be 
addressed, to feel free to contact him directly. 

Some complaint hot spots right now, Drew said, 
include the air-conditioning and heating systems. Carter is 
doing an assessment of these systems to figure out how to 
quickly handle these issues. Other problem areas include 
custodial issues, and environmental issues. Recycling bins in 
the dorms are proving to cause some bug problems that need 
to be addressed. With all the construction, it is also impera- 
tive that the Office of Facilities makes sure that lines do not 
get cut. Also, in the spring, they will be revamping the way 
the grounds look. 

Drew believes that the biggest problem in the 
Office of Facilities right now is a lack of communication both 
ways. Often, work orders will be put in by faculty members 
and while they are away, the problem will be taken care of. 
However, no communication is left, so often, the faculty 
members do not know if it is fixed or not. It is the chief goal 
this year that communication and consequently, image, be 
improved, 

"We are working on a long term plan of management 
for Facilities,” Drew states. But until then, they will be striv- 
ing to make sure the people on the campus of Agnes Scott 
College get the services they feel they deserve,

“American Beauty” review 


The reflection in this mirror is your own 

A satire, a comedy, a dark comedy, a tragedy, a 
slice of Americana — all ot these genre limitations identity 
“American Beauty” although none define it. While stereo- 
typical characters immerge trom a fanmihar set-up, director 
Sam Mendes, writer Alan Ball, and a daring cast provoke 
you into re-considering your perccpuion of America the 
beautitul. 

We know the characters: the hapless husband 
Lester (Kevin Spacey), the cold pertectionist wite Carolyn 
(Annette Bening), the confused teenage daughter Jane 
(Thora Birch) and her treeky boylriend Ricky (Wes Bent- 
ley). 

We think we know the storv: mid-life erisis-ridden 
Lester is sexually attracted to Jane's best friend, Angela. His 
attraction is heightened because he has not had sex recent- 
ly due to a rite between himself and his constantly working 
wife, Carolyn. Carolyn, also needing a sexual boost, has an 
affair with another workaholic who understands her feel- 
ings. The daughter, Jane, is attempting to survive the nar- 
rows of adolescence with little parental support. She turns 
to fellow victims of adolescence tor advice (never a good 
plan). 

What makes “Beauty” exceptional is that 1s does 
not explain uself. Instead, the filmmakers contront the 
messiness of the human condition with a cool objectivity 
and sparkling wit which allows us to alternately laugh and. 
cringe even as we identify with the characters. Plot move- 
ment rarely depends on some unseen quirk of the gods. 


Rather, characters’ motivation rise trom the depths of age, 
experience,appearance, greed, social training, contormity, 
shame, and other common facets of existence, 

Teenage Jane saves $3,000 for a breast augmenta- 
tion that she believes will miraculously tansiorm her ico 
an attractive woman. Lester iy a selt-proclaimed “loser” 
because he spends his adult lite conforming to standerds ser 
by his wite and his employecr rather than discovering what 
he wants and enjoys 

To shape this world similar our own yet more 
revealing, characters frequently speak without the internal 
censors which guide polite conversation. “I'll be dead ina 
year,” Lester says at the beginning of the film. “Ina way, I'm 
dead already ' 

“Beauty” also reminds us that as we attempt to 
homogenize our daily lives we forget that American society 
depends on diversity for survival, that striving for perfec 
tion is empty because perfection differs trom person to per- 
son and lamily to family. “See the way the handle on those 
pruning shears matches her pardening clogs” Lester says 
of his wife's gardening accesories. “That's not an accident" 
Carolyn attcrapts ta procure perfection through material 
means rather than spiritual ones and is fett unfulfilled. 

To provide a singular answer tor the question — 
What is “American Beauty”? 
audacious filmmaking effort. Instead, audience members 
are challenged to wade through physical, ematronal, social, 
political, and moral gore to discover their definition of 
beauty and American lite 

The filmmakers also torce audiences to struggle 
with how to embrace Américan life and the ideals of beau-

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Student awakened by an attacker in her dorm room

The fun and games of this year's 
Black Cat festivities was darkened on Sat- 
urday October 16th when. at approximate- 
ly 2:20 am a student was attacked in her 
dorm room. The student awoke in her 
room on the second floor of Main (Agnes 
Scott Hall) in the presence of a strange 
man with a knife. According to Public 
Safety officers when the student woke up 
she immediately began to kick and scream, 
scaring the attacker who then fled appar- 
ently down the stairs and out the door 
Witnesses who heard the screams of the 
student went into the hallway and found 
her to be very shaken. As the witnesses 
tried to calm the girl who they assumed 
had suffered only from a nightmare they 
saw marks on her face and minor cuts on 
her arms which were the only physical 
injuries she sustained.

The Student Senate meeting drew quite a crowd 
on its October 12th meeting at 7:30pm in Buttrick 213. 
This was my first time watching the senate in action, and 
| must say. it was certainly an exciting evening, for a very 
pressing issue needed to be addressed: the vetoing of 
Mortar Board's budget. Student body president Andrea 
Harvey vetoed Mortar Board's proposed budget to show 
her disapproval of the organization's selection process. 
| was unfamiliar with the Mortar Board organization at 
Agnes Scott, so | spoke with member Heather Harvey 
before the meeting to learn more about it and to under- 
stand the circumstances of the debate about the budget. 
Heather informed me that Mortar Board is an academic 
honorary organization for seniors, and admission into the 
organization is based on “scholarship, leadership, and ser- 
vice.” Mortar Board is the organization in charge of Black 
Cat Week. According to Heather, the allocating commit- 
tee had approved the budget that Mortar Board submit- 
ted, but SGA president Andrea Harvey vetoed it. Mortar 
Board could present the problem to the student senate, 
which is the only organization that has the power to over- 
ride Andrea's decision 

The meeting began and Mortar Board president 
Melanie Minzes was promptly called upon to speak on 
behalf of the organization. Melanie read her prepared 
speech, and she attacked the issue head-on. Her argu- 


ment was three-fold, but she began by delving into the 
circumstances of the veto. The problem seemed to lie in 
the Mortar Board selection process. Melanie explained 
that a student wishing to receive an invitation to join 
Mortar Board can submit her name for an application, and 
admission is based on “scholarship, leadership, and ser- 
vice." There are a limited number of spaces as specified 
by the National Mortar Board chapter. Agnes Scott's 
chapter is allotted to fill a maximum of 40 spaces, but they 
do not have to fill all spaces. 

Melanie then drew parallels between Mortar 
Board other organizations on campus that were not penal- 
ized for being exclusionary. Specifically, Melanie made 
references to Psi Chi, which is open only to those stu- 
dents majoring in psychology who maintain a certain 
GPA and uphold “high standards of personal behavior.” 
Psi Chi is very similar to Mortar Board in terms of its 
selection process, yet Psi Chi received its budget. 
Melanie also used Career Advisory Board as an example, 
because it also received its budget even though the orga- 
nization does not have to fill all 15 spots they are allotted 
The second part of Melanie's argument was simple: SGA 
President Andrea Harvey passed Mortar Board's budget 
last year, but she vetoed it this year, even though the 
selection process had not changed

She pointed out that Andrea says the veto 
stems from concerns of the student body, but 
these concerns are based on a petition signed 
by only 13% of the student population.

be improved," but she insisted that denying 
the organization and all who benefit from ita

In closing, Melanie reminded the senate that 
“all organizations on campus with a constitu- 
tion approved by SGA are eligible for bud- 
gets.” 

Student Body President Andrea 
Harvey spoke second, detending her decision 
to the senate. She began by asking each sen- 
ator to take two minutes to write on a slip of 
paper her definitions of “scholarship, leader- 
ship, and service.” Andrea then collected the 
papers and read aloud some of definitions. 
Of course, the definitions differed. “They're 
similar,” explained Andrea, “but not the 
same." 


~ Further defending her argument, ~ 
Andrea quoted an email sent to her from an 


Agnes Scott alum, which read: “An honor 
society where students choose students is 
bogus.” According to Andrea, Mortar Board 
is exclusionary because each spring the cur- 
rent members select the next year's members. 
Also, the requirements are vague; no set GPA 
is stated for entrance into Mortar Board. 
Other honorary societies, however, namely 
Tri Beta (for Biology majors) and Pi Delta Phi 
(for French majors), have set GPA standards 
that are made well-known, so a student who 
wishes to be in one of these organizations 
knows exactly what she has to do to be 
accepted. 

Andrea then went on to explain why 
she felt the need to veto Mortar Board's bud- 
get this year when she passed it last year. She 
said she simply had not reviewed the selec- 
tion process until this year, and she admitted 
that her decision to veto the budget was 
affected by the fact that she was denied 
acceptance to Mortar Board her senior year. 
Had she been accepted to Mortar Board, 
Andrea would have never researched the 
selection process. 

In conclusion, Andrea made the dis- 
tinction between being “eligible” for a budget 
and being “guaranteed” a budget. All student 
organizations with an approved constitution 
are “eligible” to apply for a budget, but no 
organizations are "guaranteed" that the bud- 
get will be passed. 

After a five minute recess, called by 
Student Senate President Lauren O'Pezio, 
Andrea and Melanie made their closing state- 
ments. Andrea went first this time, addressing

allow Mortar Board to keep their budget. 
Andrea admitted she was “tired of it being a 
battle,” but her job as SGA president is “about 
holding up the ideals of the student body," 
not about her own personal opinions or inter- 
The debate between SGA and Mortar 
Board is about “what is in the best interest of 
the students.”

After Andrea's statement, Melanie 
addressed the Senate again. First, Melanie 
went back to Andrea's argument that Mortar 
Board is exclusionary because current mem- 
bers choose new members. She pointed out 
that Psi Chi demands a 2/3 approval from 
current members for new members, and 
Career Advisory Board demands a similar 
approval by current members. Both of these 
organizations have selection processes where 
“students are deeming the worthiness of stu- 
dents,” yet each both of those organizations 
received budgets. She admitted that the 
terms of Mortar Board's selection process are 
“ambiguous,” but as an official chapter of the 
Mortar Board Organization, they are “ham- 
pered by the national constitution.” Howev- 
er, Melanie did say she was working to make 
the application process easier, so the select- 
ing of next year's applicants “will be a whole 
new ball game.” 

After these closing statements, the 


attending the meeting. Much of the discus- 
sion was based around the petition Andrea 
presented to the Senate, which was signed 
last spring by 13% of the Agnes Scott popu- 
lation. The petition stated that-Mortar Board 
is the only exclusionary organization on cam- 
pus, when the information revealed that 
night clearly showed that the statement was 
inaccurate. Therefore, the students who 
signed the petition were misinformed. 
Andrea admitted she was unaware that other 
organizations such as Psi Chi required a vote 
by current members to accept new members. 
Had she known that, she would have vetoed 
their budgets, too. 

After some more discussion about 
the specifics of Mortar Board's selection 
process, Senator Katie Norman asked Andrea 
how she can prove Mortar Board is discrimi- 
natory. Andrea could not say she had any 
proof at the time, she could only say she felt 
that the selection process has the capability 
of becoming “problematic in the future.” 

A motion to close discussion was 
made at 9:10pm, and Katie Norman 
motioned to override the veto made by 
Andrea Harvey. Therefore a majority of “yes” 
votes would override the veto, and a majori- 
ty of “no” votes would uphold Andrea's veto. - 
A super-majority, which is 2/3 of the voters 
present, is needed to override a presidential 
veto. This meant 10 out of the 14 voters pre- 
sent were needed to change Andrea's veto. 

Alice Farmer, Senate Vice-President, 
read the results of the Senate vote. The veto 
was not overridden, therefore the veto stands 
and Mortar Board does not receive a budget 
for the 1999-2000 year.

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Biologist Steven Jay Gould speaks to standing room only crowd

Evolutionary biologists sure draw a crowd! To the 
people who packed Gaines this Friday, Agnes Scott College 
was the place to be. For nearly two hours, Gaines Chapel 
was blessed with the golden tones, though undeniably tint- 
ed with New York inflections, of renowned scientist and 
writer Stephen Jay Gould. 

Fans of all shapes and sizes, ages and occupations 
filled our small auditorium. In the style of the great Huxley- 
Wilberforce debate related in the essay “Knight Takes Bish- 
op?” (Bully For Brontosaurus) chairs were brought in to 
occupy the aisles, and those who could not squeeze in 
crowded around the door in the lobby. From business exec- 
utives in the front row to young couples in the balcony, all 
waited in excitement and anticipation for the featured 
speaker. 

The lecture, entitled “Geological Immensity and 
Human Insignificance: The Proper Scale of Our Ecological 
Crisis,” was introduced by Agnes Scott's associate professor 
of history, who drew an interesting parallel between the 
Transformations theme of evolving campus life and the evo- 
lutionary theme of Gould's lecture. Though my view was 
blocked for the most part by the person's head in front me 
(a common occurrence for those graced with a five foot and 
under frame) | was nevertheless impressed by the applause 
as Gould stepped onto the stage. 

Gould's thesis is that evolution is not a linear pro- 
gression towards greater complexity in biological structure 


(i.e. bacteria to chimps to man), humans are not the pinna- 
cle of this complexity, and that statistically, there are no pre- 


dictable or traceable trends towards greater complexity. 
"We must be willing to smash the pedestals of pop culture's 
essence of humanity,” he remarked. “Humans are not the 
end result of predictable evolutionary progress, but rather a 
fortuitous cosmic afterthought, a tiny little twig on the enor- 
mously arborescent bush of life...” 

Gould started off with a series of slides; the most 
interesting of which were a group of evolutionary schemes 


from around the world. The “ladder of progress” image, 
reproduced in editorial cartoons everywhere, and the com- 
mon depiction of equine lineage, helped the audience visu- 
alize and comprehend his ideas. He also drew on such 
resources as Sigmund Freud, Charles Darwin, Copernicus, 
and even Mother Goose and Grimm creator Mike Peters to 
enrich and support his argument. 

He referred constantly to a diagram of a graph with 
a wall at the y-axis and a large curve piled against it with a 
thin tail to the right along the x-axis. The wall represented 
the threshold of simplicity: evolution in this direction can- 
not get any less complex. The large curve piled against it 
were the immense numbers of bacteria, and the thin right 
tail represented organisms with greater complexity. 
Humans are at the very end of this tail. “We have tumbled 
off the bacterial mode,” he said, “every lineage has an equal 
probability of being more or less complex." If the “bush of 
life" were replanted, mathematically, evolution is no more 
likely to reproduce humanity as the most complex lifeform 
than to produce a simple bacterium. 

In addition to his obvious brilliance, Gould 
enthralled the audience by peppering his speech with 
humor. From a small reference to his passion for baseball 
(though he could not resist a stab at our own Atlanta 
Braves!) to sarcastic quotes and funny cartoon slides, the cel- 
ebrated scientist kept the audience captivated, 

What did people think of the lecture? “Really 
good!” and “Great!” said two science teachers from Westside 
High School in Macon. They had brought six of their stu- 


dents with them, and there was “only a bit they did not | 


understand.” Others did not think it so swell. “You can't 
explain the whole process of evolution in an hour,” said an 
older man as he followed the rest of the crowd to the recep- 
tion and book signing in Rebekah-Woltz. 

If you missed this event, though, or were turned 
away at the door, you still have a chance to catch the main 
drift of Gould's lecture. The essence of the talk can be found 
in Gould's Bully For Brontosaurus, in the essays “Life's Little 
Joke" and “The. Panda's Thumb of Technology.”

"Jakob the Liar” review 


'n Holocaust films, good and evil is a brutal tug-of-war 
between the German's and the Allies. Nazis’ fulfill apocalyptic signs, 
minorities suffer, and the western nations function as saviors, While 
“Jakob the Liar” also contains these tensions, it focuses on dissecting the 
politics of W.W.II Polish ghetto life from the insiders perspective. 

Robin Williams plays Jakob, a former cafe owner, who gives 
hope to fellow prisoners by telling falsified stories concerning the vic- 
tories of Allied troops. As the prisoners realize a possibility for release, 
they stop committing suicide and concentrate on forming a resistance. 
Although Jakob does not intend on lying, the first news is actually par- 
tially true, the hope fellow inmates gain through his stories is worth the 
deception. Jakob’s conscience, and the varying opinions of his friends, 
creates a frenzied struggle between truth and fiction; what is required 
versus what is real. 

Williams is a masterful Jakob. Between the costuming, accent, 

and a tremendous performance, he truly becomes the famous apricot 
pancake-maker of the ghetto. Unfortunately, many prominent Ameri- 
can character actors were cast in supporting roles into which they did 
not easily blend. As a result, the underlying feel of the movie is unau- 
thentic. The exception is Liev Schreiber as the ex-boxer Mischa. 
Instead of playing Mischa as a thick bully, 
Schreiber gives him a moderate intelligence coupled with a quick tem- 
per inspired by an unbearable situation. Between Williams and 
Schreiber they share the burden of “Jakob,” an inspirational Holocaust 
film with an American flavor. 

“Jakob" was filmed pre- "Patch Adams” but was released late 
due to the tremendous success of a similar Holocaust tale, “Life is Beau- 
tiful.” Although “Jakob” is not the artistic achievement that “Life” was, 
"Jakob" isa compelling story with important lessons that stretch beyond 
the Shoah. Jakob and his unintentional conspirators capture the 
essence of those who remind us that life does not end with misfortune 
and hardship, and that hope is as powerful as any leader or cause or god.

On Monday, talks began concerning the first 
international treaty to curb tobacco use and its advertising 

The treaty focuses on a global ban on cigarette 
advertising, an increase in taxes on tobacco products and the 
right to a smoke-free environment. This could be detrimen- 
tal to the tobacco industry for if it is endorsed by govern- 
ments, the treaty would directly threaten the growth of 
tobacco giants in the developing world 

This level of talks is preliminary and is expected to 
last about a week. A ministerial-level meeting is planned for 
early 2000 and World Health Organization Chief, Gro 
Harlem Brundtland hopes to have the treaty in place by 
2003. 

Though tobacco markets in the West have been 
facing regulatory pressures, this is not the case in Chinese 
and African markets, where many are ignorant of the dangers 
of smoking. The WHO says that by 2030, the developing 
world will account for 70 percent of the projected 10 million 


deaths a year from tobacco-related diseases

In case you have been living in a cave for the last five years, you have 
heard of the Y2K phenomena. For those that are rock dwellers, Y2K is a com- 
puter glitch. For some reason, when the genius computer designers designed 
computer programs, they used two digit date codes—i.e. 99 is 1999.

Accord- 
ing to "Y2K Culture.‘Com”" teen superstar Britney Spears has been homebound 
for New Year's by her mom. It will probably be OK for people to go out to a 
New Year's Eve Party without worrying about the Y2K monster. As far as money 
in the bank goes, though, there are a few more things to consider. 

First, you should check with your bank to see if they have been work- 
ing to protect themselves from any problems having to do with Y2K. Most 
banks have been working for at least two years to fix any possible glitches in 
their systems. Next, you need to start saving every piece of paperand financial 
information that you receive from your bank (you should do this anyway). Final- 
ly, you should personally speak with a representative of your bank to find out 
what action the bank recommends. 

One thing that you should not do is remove all of your money from the 
bank and carry around loads of cash. First of all, this is not the brightest thing 
do. Having a lot of cash on hand puts a person at risk for robbery and hence, 
harm. Your money is the bank is insured up to $100,000 per account. If you are 
a college student and have more than this much in your bank account, please 
share some with the rest of us. If you feel that you want to withdraw large sums 
of money, you should get it in traveler's checks. They are insured, accepted 
almost everywhere, and require two signatures (one at purchase and one at time 
of use). This is a far better option than carrying around your life savings of $300. 

US Federal Reserve Chairman, Alan Greenspan, supports the choice of 
leaving money in the bank. He is confident that US banks are prepared for the 
New Year, and that withdrawing money from banks would do more harm than 
The best option for preparing for the Y2K computer bug is to stay 
informed and to use good judgment.

Norton is the Narrator, a regular 
guy whose furniture defines him, and 
who goes to random support group meet- 
ings about problems that he doesn't have 
That is until he meets Tyler Durden (Brad 
Pitt). Tyler challenges the Narrator to 


think outside of the box, to live without 


material possessions, and to hit him. 
Hard, They form Fight Club, and May- 
hem, Mischief, and Soap (tagline) ensues. 

Oscar buzz has already begun 
for Norton for his role in this film, and it 
is rightly deserved. His portrayal of a 
man trying to find himself and to just get 
some sleep is comically charming and 
subtly disturbing. He shows how today’s 
society's patent solution of consumerism 
to curing all of humanity's ills is bogus. 
Norton's mild mannered sensibility is 
nicely complimented by Pitt's manic lack 
of sensibility. It's obvious that Pitt relish- 
es these sorts of paranoid, insane roles as 
seen in 12 Monkeys.

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For the love of jazz: “A Great Day in Harlem” concert review

"Jazz music, yes!” The words of tenor sax leg- 
end Johnny Griffin describe the November 15th show- 
ing of the documentary “A Great Day in Harlem” per- 
fectly. In 1958, Esquire magazine put out a special issue 
dedicated to jazz music and musicians. 

Together with his assistant Steve Frankfurt and 
photographer Art Kane, Johnny Griffin put the word out 
for all jazz musicians in New York to meet him uptown 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. Since this was very early 
for musicians used to playing gigs all night long and 
snoozing during the day, it was doubtful that any of 
them would show up. 

But to Kane's surprise and great delight, they 
did. Among those in the photo are Dizzy Gillespie, 
Thelonius Monk, Count Basie, Pee Wee Russell, Art 
Farmer, Lester Young, Marian MacPartland, and Johnny 
Griffin. Fifty-seven jazz legends posed on the steps of 
a small apartment building and made history. 

Nearly forty years later, Jean Bach produced “A 
Great Day in Harlem,” a documentary that interviews 
several of those in the picture about the events of that 
particular day. Enhanced by original 16mm film taken by 
Mona and Milt Hinton (also in the photograph), the 
movie gave the audience a first-hand look at the confu- 
sion and general chaos of old friends, colleagues, idols, 
and proteges all meeting at the same place. 

So many had not seen each other in years and 
were laughing and talking so much that it was hard for 
Kane to organize them so he could take their picture 
from across the street. Dizzy Gillespie is found in the 
right lower corner, sticking out his tongue at the man in 
front of him. Count Basie got tired of standing and sat 
on the curb, where a dozen neighborhood children 
promptly sat down beside him. 

After the film, Johnny Griffin said form the 
stage, “That film was really a historical happening... a 
record of what was happening at a particular time... | 
just happened to have been there in my youth." From 
Dizzy Gillespie on the screen, "It's some pretty famous 
picture, huh?" 

A performance by the Johnny Griffin Quartet 
followed the film. The members of the ensemble are 
Michael Weiss on piano, Johnny Webber on bass, per- 


cussionist Kenny Washington and of course, Johnny 
Griffin on tenor sax. From the darkened stage Griffin 
called for lights. “Where are you hiding out there?” he 
said, asking to see the audience. “Hello, Georgia!” he 
said, “Such nice people here... We're going to start out 
fast an’ furious, then slow down into a groove.” The first 
selection was Cole Porter's "Just One of Those Things.” 

The next was a sweet ballad, “If | Should Lose 
You." After that was Billie Holiday's “Loverman,” then a 
Russian folk tune called “Hushabye.” The last piece was 
a wonderful swinging thing, which Griffin wrote while 
giving a series of performances in Japan. Mixing tradi- 
tional Japanese tunes with American jazz, Griffin 
informed the audience, amid laughter, that he “dedicat- 
ed this song toa Japanese rice wine drink... it was either 
that or sex." Of course, the title of the tune is “Hot Saki.” 

The quartet was wonderful to watch. Peals of 
golden sound flew from Griffin's fingertips as he bent his 
knees and swung with the beat. When he stepped back 
for the other instruments to solo, he clapped his hands, 
shuffled his feet, and virtually juggled his horn around: 
lifting it high over his head, now cradling it in his arms, 
then letting it dangle by his feet or bouncing it in his 
hands. ; 

The piano player was phenomenal. A truly 
gifted artist, his improv was some of the best | have ever 
heard. The whole program reminded me of sitting in a 
classy restaurant by a window, looking out at a dark 
street with snowflakes swirling on the pavement while 
live music played in the background. 

Particularly poignant about this event was the 
fact that trumpet player Art Farmer, who was also in the 
film, passed away a few weeks ago. He was'scheduled to 
play after the film along with Griffin. During his inter- 


“view for the film, Farmer says, “We never think about 


people not being here...", sadly foreshadowing his own 
absence that night. 

For Farmer and many of the musicians, it was 
their last public interview before they passed away. Art 
Blakey died two months after filming his piece, and 
Dizzy Gillespie, Max Kaminsky, Bud Freeman, and Buck 
Clayton were among those who died before the film was 
completed. However, as Griffin said at the end of his 
performance, “All of those musicians you see in that film 
are still living...” .

Angela's Ashes 
(Movie - Released during Winter Break) 

Based on Frank McCourt's stunning best-sell- 
ing Pulitizer Prize winning autobiography of growing 
up in Depression-era Ireland, Angela’s Ashes is a beauti- 
fully crafted film from elegant period director Alan 
Parker. Parker's eye for intriguing personalities mold- 
ed by a society in disarray, led him to create an uplift- 
ing film about Frank McCourt's journey from child- 
hood to adulthood, from captivity to freedom. 

Parker does not solely concentrate on the 
dreary childhood of this famed contemporary author 
but dives into his entire family’s struggle for survival. 
The film's interest lies not only in seeing how 
McCourt deals with his ineffectual parents but how a 
family outlasts hardship and thrives. 

Angela's Ashes is a dramatic comedy about a 
family’s struggle fraught with the hypocrisy and com- 
promise necessary for survival in a harsh society which 
only allows for the very, very rich and the very, very 
poor. 

The Legend of Sleepy Hollow 
(Movie - Released) 

The headless horseman haunts Halloween 
for many children when they hear the story of the 
ghost of a bloodthirsty warrior and the slight detec- 
tive who returns him to the grave. Tim Burton's 
delightfully off-kilter rendition of this classic tale, 
originally written by Washington Irving, brims with 
the supernatural chills of the first novella. 

A discussion of religion, science, and magic, 
Sleepy Hollow debates the finer points of each between 
rounds with the ghost of a risen mercenary whose 
skull is stolen by a resentful witch. Ichabod Crane 
Uohnny Depp) is sent to investigate beliefs that a 
paranormal creature is murdering the Hollow’s towns- 
folk.

National recognition trickles in 

While no country recognizes 
same-sex marriages yet, people can reg- 
ister as “domestic partners” in many 
places. A legal status, very much like 
married couples, "Domestic part- 
ners’ is not just a designation for 
homosexual couples; heterosexual 
couples, often deemed “Living 
Together,” can also apply for this 
status. 

Currently, Denmark, Sweden, 
and Norway are the only countries 
where one can register as a domestic 
partner.

In the United States, there are many cities that 
recognize domestic partnership, including Atlanta, Seat- 
tle, Philadelphia, and Los Angeles. In some, the couple 
must be residents of the city and apply in person at the 
city hall. 

There are also a few states that recognize 
domestic partners registration; California, New York, 
Massachusetts, and Hawaii. California, the traditional 
front-runner in such matters, also offers couples the 
option to register as a “voluntary association.” The state 
even presents a plaque to the couple that they can dis- 


play. 


Legal status benefits families 

Though it seems that the definition of 
a family in the legal sense shouldn't be such a 
big deal, in most cases, having legal couple sta- 
tus and certain benefits is important to family 
stability 

Several revolutionary court cases in the 
past few years have illustrated how important it 
is for some people to have the same legal posi- 
tions as those couples legally married. These 
cases have brought up issues of distribution of 
property upon dissolution of the relationship, 
the relationship of one partner to the other's 
family upon death or dissolution of the relation- 
ship, and proper procedures regarding dispute 
with a third party, e.g. credit card companies. 

When a couple can apply for legal sta- 
tus, they are then cligible for certain legal doc- 
uments that help set up a financially stable fam- 
ily unit. 

In a 1990 Census Bureau survey, 2.6 
million of 91 million households are made up of unmar- 
ried heterosexual couples.

have children. 

A partner can opt for a “second parent’ adop- 
tion, and can also get property co-ownership in writing. 
One can also be the executor of a living will and an 
estate, and the couple can plan their taxes together.

partnership benefits to all insurance carriers directly after 
the state Supreme Court decision upheld a motion to 
allow couples to register as domestic partners. Decatur 
followed suit. 

The major problem plaguing Atlanta's desire to 
extend these benefits has been Georgia Insurance Com- 
missioner John Oxendine. 

After the Georgia State Supreme Court 
approved the city of Atlanta's policy regarding benefits, 
Oxendine blocked it. 

Last February he wrote that the court's decision 
was based on the Municipal Home Rule Act. This act 
does not “empower the city to usurp the commissioner's 
authority,” thus allowing Oxendine to veto the city’s pol- 
icy. 

Oxendine’s reasoning for not approving the 
change in coverage was that 
it would be “unfair, 
inequitable, would encour- 
age misrepresentation and is 
contrary to the public policy 
of the state.” 

On March 15, 1999, 
the city of Atlanta sued 
Commissioner Oxendine to 
try and force him to accept 
the new changes in the city’s 
insurance coverage. Assis- 
tant City Attorney Robin 
Shahar represented the city 
in the hearing, and Judge 
Wendy Shoob presided 

Atlanta City Coun- 
cilwoman Cathy Woolard 
joined the 
Oxendine shortly after the 
suit began. Woolard argued 
that she needed the insur- 
ance for her partner Karen 
Geney. She was represented by Stephen Scarborough of 
the Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund. 

Scarborough has also been in contact with 
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case against

ings. 

In June, Assistant Attorney General Paul Weis- 
becker testified that Oxendine opposed the policy 
because it encourages illegal sexual 
relationships. However, Judge Shoob 
recognized that the city’s domestic 
partner ordinance and insurance plan 
do not mention sex; therefore, the 
are unmarried state is only allowed to consider the 
information on the policy forms. 
Thus, speculation over Oxendine's 
reasons for opposing the policy could 
not enter into the hearing 

State Attorney Harold Melton told Judge 
Shoob that “sex is not necessarily the issue.” Melton then 
stated that “some domestic partnerships seek to imitate 
marriage — which can be sexless — and the Legislature 
has voted against recognizing [these types of] marriages.” 

When Melton then asked, “Is there any doubt 
that these relationships are for intimate relations?” Judge 
Shoob replied, “I don’t know what they're for and I'm not 
sure that it’s my business — or your business, or the insur- 
ance commissioners business.” 

The Commissioner's disapproval was finally 
reversed last fall 


Developments on the home front 
For Agnes Scott, the main trials have not been 
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opposition to the new policy, but actually acquiring the 
insurance necessary. 

Oxendine's decision did not affect those organi- 
zations that are self-insured; so, many large universities, 
such as Emory, are thus free to do as they please with 
their insurance coverage. 

"We looked into the option of being self-insured 
so we could offer these benefits,” says Earle Craft, ASC 
director of Human Resources. But Agnes Scott is not 
large enough to be self-insured, and relies on an insur- 
ance carrier. 

Since Commissioner Oxendine prohibited 
insurance carriers from writing benefits, Agnes Scott's 
attempts to write in domestic partnership benefits early 
last year were hampered a great deal. 

Agnes Scott has been unique among private 
organizations for being one of the firsts to extend bene- 
fits to those employees that might fall under the defini- 
tion of domestic partners. 

Even before the state Supreme Court decided to 
allow domestic partnership registration, the ASC human 
resource office first extended informal benefits to “spon- 
sored partners." 

The college defines sponsored partners as “any 
individual with whom the faculty or staff member resides, 
and with whom they share expenses related to the main- 
tenance and care of that household.” 

These informal benefits include library privi- 
leges, access and use of athletic facilities, inclusion in the 
telephone directory, and invitations to college sponsored 
family events 

When the legal pathways had finally been 
cleared, ASC wrote a letter our insurance carrier, Pruden- 
tial, asking that domestic partnership benefits be includ- 
ed in the insurance plan 

Under these stipulations, those college employ- 
ees who fall under the detinition of "domestic partners” 
will be eligible for the same benefits of those already cov- 
ered. This process is still under consideration 


Faculty serves as driving force 

The faculty of Agnes Scott has been the driving 
force behind this endeavor. According to Faculty Execu- 
tive Committee (FEC) Chairperson Linda Hubert, the 
faculty as a whole has acted as a “sounding board” for 
administration 

“The FEC has been “extremely supportive,” says 
Craft. From looking up information to sending e-mails, 
the faculty members “do it all." 

According to Hubert, this issue as been “years in 
the making,” and a main concern and responsibility of the 
FEC. In fact, it was the Committee that first proposed 
the idea 

Ata faculty meeting December 3, the ASC Busi- 
ness and Finance administration, led by Vice President 
Bill Gailey, presented its progress on certain policies, 
including domestic partnership benefits 

Craft 
Richard Parry, John Pilger, Tina Pippin and Ed Sheehey 


remarked that members Chris Ames 
are “very appreciative of the fact that the college is so 
fervent in its desire to embrace all of its employces in the 
same package of benetits.” 

According to Bill Gailey, this will affect the lives 
of faculty and staff “very very positively.” 

‘The college has detinitely been for this,” says 
Craft. “It's something [we] have wanted for a long time 
We are committed to diversity.” 

This commitment to diversity is the most perva- 
sive and ardent phrase regarding domestic partnership

With this in mind, the 1996-97 Strategic 
Planning and Policy committee, along with alum- 
nae and student representation, prepared the orig- 
inal master plan. 

Review and approval of the plan was left 
in the hands of special committees developed 
especially for reviewing the master plan: Commu- 
nity Group, Academic Functions Group, Student 
Functions Group and the Support Functions 
Group. 

The Master Plan is an ambitions one, 
proposing many new support facilities as well as 
renovating existing ones such as Public Safety, 
which has already beén moved to the new parking 
deck, and the redesigning and moving of Physical 
Plant. 

The college has already leased more of 
the Avery Glenn apartments to alleviate housing 
needs. And a new parking deck, which can hold 
approximately 550 vehicles, has been erected to 
ameliorate traffic and parking.

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Sir John Polkinghorne addresses faith in learning

Creationism in Kentucky, evolu- 
tion in New York: the war between sci- 
ence and theology is all about dividing 
and conquering. Are they destined to be 
at odds forever? Are the two disciplines 
“No,” says Sir John 
Polkinghorne. In his recent address to the 


mutually exclusive? 


Agnes Scott community, the respected 
and accomplished Cambridge 
scientist/theologian compares theology 
and science to two countries divided by a 
“wide frontier.” Different debates are 
“stops along the border,” and sometimes 
clouds blur the actual lines. Polkinghorne 
refutes this segregation, and wants to 
open the border to free exchange and 
equal cooperation 


Polkinghorne spoke a great deal 
about “chaos theory” — an area of mathe- 
matics dealing with unpredictability and 
random patterns. According to him, this 
branch of mathematics is intriguing to 
philosophers as well as mathematicians, 
for the “inherent beauty” in abstract ideas. 
This unpredictability, though, “arises from 
ignorance." He talks about a new disci- 
pline, “complexity theory.” This is 
extremely large number theory that 
attempts to find patterns in chaos theory. 
It theorizes that chaos will eventually set- 
tle down into specific machinations, and 
Polkinghorne believes that this will be the 
event of Christ's resurrection: “God will 
reconstruct the pattern.” 

He also delved into the open 
universe theory; the universe is constantly 


changing and is open to any type of influ- 
ence. He agrees with an idea made popu- 
lar by C.S. Lewis: refuting the "God of the 
gaps." Many people regard God as 
responsible for all the things we have not 
been able to explain. Thus 

God is always on the periphery 
of our understanding, getting father and 
farther away as we explain more and more 
about the universe. The “God of the gaps" 
is a “bad theological mistake,” Polking- 
horne says. Instead, “God is the total 
explanation.” He cites painful aspects of 
human life, such as cancer and suffering, 
as evidence of divine influence. God cre- 
ated the world to “rule itself,” and part of 
its machinations are pain and suffering — 
“there is one universe, endowed by its cre- 
ator with the precise elements to make it 


work." Though not a particularly satisfy- 
ing answer, it certainly adds a whole new 
meaning to the phrase, “c'est la vie.” 
Throughout the lecture, Polking- 
horne spoke about his wishes for the 
future. He hopes to abolish the “frontier” 
and forge an eternal bond between the 
two disciplines. There must be a “mutual 
exchange of understanding of the world.” 
This synthesis will happen when theolo- 
gians and scientists cooperate. He advo- 
cates realism defined as “the closest possi- 
ble alignment between what we know and 
what is actually the case." Theology 
should help integrate science, and bring 
its most abstract areas into the realm of 
common understanding. “Science cannot 
give all truths,” he said in closing, “for 


grace is the truth and it will prevail.”

A profile of Kevin Williamson 


Scream. . Scream 2...Dawson's Creek. . teaching Mrs. TIngle. . .Waste- 
lend... Why won't Kevin Williamson just die? ; 

Whether listening to the psychobabble of his character's 
speech or the denouncement of shrill critics, Williamson should know 
he's dead. The teen entertainment trend is over, So why, as other teen 
“specialists® (a la the writers and directors of trashy teen fare) wither 
in this adolescent recession, does Williamson thrive? 

Answer: the same way any teenager saving up for a car or 
new stereo system endures; short-term jobs, neighborhood chores, 
and loans from friends of friends. His incubation period from adoles- 
cent dreamer to breakout writer of Scream legend was spent in New 
York and Los Angeles toiling at downward mobility jobs, like dog 
walking and playing bit parts in local theatres. During these years he 
wrote Killing Mrs. Tingle, ina UCLA screenwriting course, and Scream, 
while slumming on a friends! couch for the weekend. His extended 
stay in the, primarily teenage and early 20s, land of ‘What the hell do 
| do now?! lends his work an authenticity which other writers lack. 

Originally titled Scary Movie, Miramax's genre division 
Dimension Films bought Scream for $500,000. Next, in a rash fear of 
never being hired again, Williamson wrote the inane I Know What You 
Did Last Summer. He followed this lackluster script with the notable 
Breakfast Club-esque horror flick The Faculty, and a re-vamping of Killing 
Mrs. TIngle into teaching Mrs. Tingle with which he made his directorial 
debut. Tingle is based on a real incident with an English teacher who 
incorrectly prophesied that Williamson would never be a successful 
writer, 

Between penning big screen faves, he created the WB series 
Dawson'r Creek based on his upbringing in North Carolina. Although 
his family lived in a trailer on a creek, and everyone on television lives 
in houses and sports the latest Gap attire, the experiences with poor 
teachers and great ones, clueless parents, and overly-helpful friends 
are semi-autobiographical. Likewise, Scream 2 profits from his experi- 
ences with theater and overprotective mothers. 

Williamson's trademark is witty dialogue peppered with pop 
culture references which spring from the mouths of babes. Not actu- 
ally small children, but teenagers whose life experiences are more Dal- 
las than My Three Sons. (And sport expensive clothing )
